Let us Cultivate the Soil. 

It is to bo boped that tho fact of 
the Bmall oxploi-ing party who havo 
lately returned from a trip across tho 
Island, not having mado any import- 
ant discoveries will not provo a hiud- 
ranoo to moro being undertaken next 
year in the Bamo direction ; we possess 
but little information respecting tho 
interior of tho Island, but enough is 
known to make it worth wkilo to carry 
ro-Bearch further; probably tho fact 
Of its being really somewhat of an 
eaBy task for thoso who are accustom- 
ed to travelling in now countries, to 
prospect Vancouver Island for agricul- 
tural land, and for minerals, is ouo of 
the main causes of so little having 
been hitherto dono. Men of groat 
energy havo not boon contented to 
confine themselves to so narrow a Gold 
and have sought more scope for thoir 
enterprise on tho Mainland amidst tho 
mountains overhanging the Fraserand 
the Columbia, fooling, probably, that 
if thoy are unsuccessful thoro, tho 
Island is still left to thorn. It is a 
fact known to thoso who havo travel- 
led through our country districts, that 
many of thoso who have settlod down 
to cultivate thoir farms on the very 
borders, nay, absolutely in tho centre 
of the forest, are minors who havo 
perhaps been through tho whole of 
British Columbia, somo have visited 
Stekin, not a few havo mined in Cali- 
fornia, and Bomo in Australia; aud no 
doubt these hardy miners, who have 
endured privations which would tcrri- 
fy most hard working men in old 
countries, when Ihey do establi-h 
for themselves homesteads, make 
right good oettlere, thoy are tho pio- 
neers who lead tho way into distant 
patches of availablo agricultural land, 
for they think nothing of a few 
month's tramp through tho bush in 
Bearch of gcod land ; whereas, those 
• vrho are not so hardy, aud not 60 
inured to bush travelling will bo 
weary with as many day's search, 
and will hesitate to ponotrato far into 
the interior, or to go beyond a day's 
journey from the sea shore. Scarcely 
» year pas-es, but some miners, gotting 
tired of thoir hard and unsottlod lifo, 
geek for land upon which thoy may 
get up their homestead, and thero ox- 
istB somewhat of a preferenco for tho 
Island amongst those whobavo travel- 
led most over British Columbia ; when 
miners tiro of thoir hard and restless 
life, they generally look for somo plaoo 
to settle down in, which shall not bo 
out of reach of civilization j In this 
respect the Island suits their fancy 
better than tho mainland, if they can 
find land on which thoy can hope to 
earn a comfortable living ; doubtloss- 
the rich prairies of tho mainland aro 
in some respects bettor adapted lor 
farming than tho valleys of Vancou- 
ver Island, hemmed in as they aro 
by heavily timbered land, and by 
impracticable mountains, but tho 
hardy pionoor sees no difficulties 
incapable of boing overcome, which 
need prevent tho making of 
good roads to all parts of the 
Island, that oan bo made avail- 
able for farming purposes; then again, 
wages aro never so extravagantly 
high in Vancouvor Inland, nor arc 
they over likely to bo, oven in thoso 
parts of it which aro most difficult of 
aocoss as in tho moro distant farming 
district of tho mainland ; tho Bamo 
attr.iotion whioh loads tho minors to 
prefer tho island lor settlement, in- 
duooB those who aro willing to work 
for wages to stay thero , thoy aro at 
all events within two or throo days 
journey of Victoria, and proximity to 
tho prinoipal seaport town is always 
one of tho first things thought of by 
tho great mojority of persons of every 
class, upon thoir arrival in anew 
country. But the pcoplo of this Col- 
ony can novor expect to havo tho 
land thoroughly settled until tboy 
exert thomsolves to mako tho ro- 
souroos of tho country known in Eng- 
land; thoro is a oonstant want of somo 
cutlot for emigration in tho old coun> 
try ; the labor market is ovorstookod. 
and thoro is a never coasing demand 
for a field to which tho lllpaid labor* 
ers of England, Iroland and Scotland 
can bo sont. Wo do not advocato a 
demand for a supply of men or women 
boing sent out utterly unprovided for, 
to eoek thoir living aa laborers, arti- 
sans, mochunios or sorvanta, in or 
about tho town of Victoria; although 
wages are high and at times tho de- 
mand for labor of all kinds £is urgent, 
we would rathor bco a system adopted 
whioh would lead to tho occupation of 
land, and would thereby iuorouso tho 



permanent population of the Colony; 
thoro aro both individuals and socie- 
ties in England who are unliring in 
thoir efforts for tho amelioration of 
tho working oluesos. If tho people of 
this Colony would interest and exert 
thomsolves upon tho subjoot of immi- 
gration, thoy might, almost as ofton 
as thoy pleasod, secure an accession of 
usoful labor, by putting themsolvos in 
communication with those porsons at 
homo who havo not only made tho 
subjoot thoir study, but are ready to 
give practical asaistanoo in getting 
out parties of emigrants for such col- 
onios as are ready to receive them, 
and will undertake to find room for 
them when thoy arrive. Arrange- 
ments could bo mudo by the Govern- 
ment for tho looation of any number 
ot familios upon tracts of land in any 
part of tho Colony, and with suoh 
temporary assistance as practioal 
peoplo in tho old oountry aro ready 
and anxious to afford, by a little 
onorgy on our own part wo could, in 
a few years, materially inoreaso our 
resident population, and bring our 
wasto lands into cultivation. 



Confederation aud the Self-elected 
Delegates. 

Editor Colonist : — Papers are now in 
active circulation through this oily, calling 
lor signatures for the purpose of exprosaing 
repudiation of any action on the part of the 
Delegates, now on their way to Yale, on tho 
ground that they ore merely the appointees 
of a Confederate Lougue, in the formation of 
which League this community was not only 
not consulted, hut positively shut out from 
tho expression of opinion, inasmuch as several 
citizenB were present on the oooasion of its 
formation, and would have questioned the 
propriety of the appointment of a Confederate 
League, from non-belief in the benefits of 
immediate Confederation and wore only 
permitted to be present on the condition of 
keeping silence, and yet these Delegates ore 
paraded before us aa if they had been duly 
appointed as the result of an appeal to the 
general community; various districts too 
have been colled upon to elect Delegates for 
the Convention at Yale, whereas the legiti- 
mate and proper way would have been, to 
have asked them " to take into consideration 
the propriety of sending Delegates," and 
which, if not carried, would hove spared the 
meeting the trouble of farther proceedings. 
Wo hare sometimes heard transactions like 
this called " Hole and Corner," and held op 
to contempt ; surely if ever a movemost was 
entitled to such a designation, this is one of 
them. I do not wish to be unnecessarily 
severe in stigmatizing the conduct of these 
gentlemon for their presumption, but I can- 
not help regarding it as about as cool t piece 
of impudenco as was ever perpetrated before 
an intelligent community,

The Arctic Regions^ 

RETURN or A ROYAL VOTAOER TO TUB N ORTIZ 
POLE— SOME ACCOUNT Or THE TFtl? . 

Tier Majesty's yacht Viotoria & Albert, 
Captain His Serene Highness the Prince of 
Leiningen, has recently retnrned from a 
cruise beyond (ho Arctic circle, the purpose 
of which Btill remains one of tho official 
mysteries. This magnificent vessel is, we 
believe, the first of her sizo and costliness 
which has made the attempt to penetrate the 
fiords aod intricate channels of the Norwe- 
gian const, and it has to be presumed that 
tho object of the voyage was commonsnrate 
in importance witb the risk incurred. The 
ship left Portsmouth on the first of June and 
arrivorl at Bergen on the fourth. She re- 
mained two or three days, while the paddle 
stoamer Vivid, whioh was detached for duty 
as tender to this yacht during the cru'iBe, 
conveyed the Prince of Lainingen and others 
of the officers of the Hardnogor fiord. Ou 
resuming hor voyage tho yacht proceeded to 
Drondhjeio, calling en route at Graodsunde 
and Molde. During this port of the voyage 
tlio ship kept well in Bhore, steaming slowly 
up the fiords and among tbo innumerable 
islands that bound tbo Scandinavian coast, 
and she sometimes foana herself in rather 
critical positions. In so;rj8 places the chan- 
nels were so narrow with rooks towering 
somo hundreds of feet above on cither side, 
thut it Beamed almost impossitle for a ship 
to puss, but tho yacht answorcd to her helm 
admirably, and she was fortunate enough to 
have skilful pilots on board. Under those 
circumstances she rnodo her way tbroagh 
the Intricacies of navigation without a casus 
alty, and without appearing any the worse 
for her voyage. To u traveler unaccustom- 
ed to tb 3 northern lotiiudes tho physical 
phenomena was most marked and interesting. 
After looviog Drondjem the voyagers bad nn 
advantage — if it is an advantage — of por~ 
potual daylight, and the mountains between 
that paint and Hammerfest wero capped with 
snow. The thermomotsr on board the ship 
w is down to freeziug point, while tho bud, 
an early riser in thoso regions, was well up 
above the horizon at midnigbt. Tho yacht 
steamed slowly northward to Hammerfest, 
generally anoboring for the night, and after- 
ward roundod tbo North Cape, whioh is 
over 70 degrees north of the Equator, and 
therefore soma four degrees within the Arctic 
Circle. The ship remained two days at this 
point to coal for tbo homeward voyage, and 
then shaped her course southward, calling at 
Drondjemland and the Shetlands on her way, 
and arriving at Portsmouth aftor an abeenco 
of twenty-oight days. The only surmise we 
have heard oxprePBcd as to the object of tho 
trip, is that it was undertaken as a sort of 
trial cruise, with a view of its being repeated 
on some future occasion for tho benefit of the 
Iloyal Family. The only visttor of distinc- 
tion on board, howevor, on this ocoasion wqb 
tho Princoss of Loiningon. The weather 
was very cold and wet during the greater 
part ol the voyage.— Express.

Ireland. 



[Loudon Times Correspondence] 

The new "treaty of Limerick," ratified 
with such solemnity at tho end of a coi^ 
vivial engagement, is a fruitful topic of 
discussion in the pross. Mr. Bright's 
speech is tho thomo of admiration in tho 
Liberal journals, thoso of tho metropolis 
rivalling in their expression tho warmth 
of southern fooling. They concur in ro» 
marking the appropriateness of tlio place 
solected for tho interchange of pledges of 
good faith, amity, and confidence never to 
bo broken. They also uotico tho con* 
trast which the happy scene presented to 
thoso which wore wituossed in past years, 
and even at that moment in Ulster. Mr 
Bright's reception by tho masses of tho 
Irish population evinces, howover, but 
little of the feeling which iB so cordially 
expressed by his entertainers and the 
Liberal pross. In Limerick he has 
aroused no popular euthusiasm, and in 
Nenagh, which ho pussed through yester- 
day, tho peoplo gave no sign of recogni- 
tion. 

Tho election news is meagre. The only 
frosh announcement is that Mr. Charles 
A. Walker, a gentleman of local inQu* 
enco, has resolved to contest the iepreson 
tation of Wexford horought. He is a 
Protestant of strong Whig principles, nnd 
an advocate of ''religious equality. " Mr 
Mahor, of Ballinakeel, who was spoken of 
as a candidato for the county, 1ms do 
clared off. Tho only Hherul candidate 
now in the field is Mr. D'Arcy. In the 
county of Sligo the Liberals havo offered 
a compromise by dividing the representa- 
tion between the two parties, hut tin 
Conservatives will not conseut to give up 
ono of their seats. 

Tho quarterly return issued by tho 
RegiBtrar-Gcneral contains the following 
remarkable statistics respecting the pro- 
portion of marriages in the Protestant 
and Catholic population : — 

"There wero 6,278 marriages register- 
ed in Ireland during the fourth quarter of 
1867, a number affording an annual ratio 
of one in every 221, or 452 per cent, of 
the estimated population. Of this num. 
ber 6.90T wero between Iloman Catholics, 
representing a ratio of ouly ono marriago 
in every 288, or -3-47 per ceut. of itoinun 
Catholics, and 2,371 wero between Pro- 
testants, affording a ratio of one in every 
136, orj 735 per cent, of tho Protestant 
population. The number of marriages 
registered in the corresponding quarter of 
1860 was 0,514, in that of 1S05 the 
number was 6,960 and in tho fonrth quar- 
ter of 1864 the number was 6,352. The 
number of Roman Catholic marriages 
registered during tho year 1867 was 
21,008, beiug equal to a ratio of ono in 
every 214, or .466 per ceut, of tho Iloman 
Catholic population. 

Tho followihg, which is taken from the 
same return, may be accepted as a set-off 
against tbo drain by emigration : — ■ 

"The births registered during tho first 
qnarter of the present year amounted to 
38,182—19,789 boys aud 18,493 girls- 
affording an annual ratio of 1 in every 
36 2, or 2-76 per cent, of tho estimated 
population. Tho number of births regis- 
tered during tho corresponding quartet' 
of 1867 was 37,552; in 1866 tho number 
was 40,088; in 1865, 38,325 ; and in 
1&64, when tho Registration Act came 
into operation, it was 30,330." 

The assizes, with scarcely an exception, 
continue to afford proofs of tho absence 
of crime from the country. In opening the 
comoission at Leilrirn Chief Justice Mon- 
ahan told the grand jury he really had 
nothing to Bay to them. Tho offences 
wero few and light. Tuey consisted of 
an assault on tho polico and the illegal 
possession of arms. At Btinis Mr. Justice 
Fitzgerald observed that tho country pre- 
sented a picturo of order and tranquillity 
which was eminently satisfactory. In 
Watorford there woro only two scriuus 
charges. 

At Armagh a woman was found guilty, 
after a second trial — tho jury in the first 
having disagreed — upon an indictment 
for the murder of an infant, whom she 
scalded with vitriol in tlio absence of its 
mother, against whom she had a piquo. 
She was eentouccd to ten years' penal 
servitude 

Tho reports of tho Quarter Sessions 
confirm tho ovideuco furnished at tho 
ussizes as to tho gouerally peaceful and 
orderly stato of tho country, A local 
paper, tho Skibbereen Eagle, notices tho 
groat decrease in crimo shown at tho Ses« 
sions of Bantry — a name which suggests 
vivid recolloctions of Fenian plots. If 
anyono doubts tho truth of tho observa- 
tion let him rcud the following statement, 
takon from tho same journal, which is at 
once curious and conclusive : 

"As Merhv as Cuicketers. — Tim 
first day of tho Sessions at Bantry, judges, 
counsellors, lawyers, jurors, clients aud 
process-sorvors, for want of business, 
went cricketiDg." 

No farther disturbance has occurred at 
Monaghan. It is to bo regretted, how- 
ever, that one man has died from tho 
effects of the gunshot wound inflicted in 



the Orango affray on Monday, lie is a 
young man, 23 years of ago, named 
Hughes. A company of tho 72nd Iligh-i 
landers bivouacked in tho street ou Mon- 
day night. 

A greut fire broke out in the Cork 
Steamship Company's premises on Tues- 
day night. Several offices and workshops, 
containing valuable machinery, were to 
tally destroyed.

Atlanta, Sept 5 — The House of Represen- 
tatives by Vote of 80 nihilist 23, adopted a 
resolution declaring negroes ineligible to 
aeata, Thus twenty-five are unsealed while 
four remain, who claim to be white men. 
Their case will be investigated. 

Albany, Sept 2— At the afternoon session 
yesterday, John T. Hoffman was nominated 
for Governor, and A C Beach, of Erie, foi 
Lieutenant Governor, boih by acclamation, 
when the Convention adjourned till to-mor- 
row.
